It s quite romarkable thal the Senato of the
Vnifed States, before pasalng, the Oivil Rights
Bbill, shonuid bave passed a measure without ap-
parcatly thinking of its haviog any connection
with Lhis subjeet, the effect of whioh, since 1t
has also passed the House, will he to weaken
most seriously the vary profection which the
Civil Rights 111 was interded 1o give. We
refer to the bill reorganlzing the Federal Judi-
cigry, which has passed the Scmate, and
now with the Judiciary Committee of
House,

Oue provision of this bill is, that there shall
be no appeal from the declsion of any United
States Datrict Judge (and all’ miita are to be
irled in the first instance before the District
Judges), unless the pmount Involved is $500, or
unless t{lc District Judge shall certify that the
adjudieation lnvolves & question of genersl im.
portance,

At presont the amount of $50 involved is saf
fiolent to give the right of appeal from the Dis-
triet Courts; Bo that we se¢ that jost at the
time when it is supposed thatthe Federsl conrts
are to be résorted to for protection by a very
latyee clias of poor people, who must ot necessity
bring small cuses before the courts, at this very
time it is proposed to increase tenfold the amonnt
necessary o give an apoeal of right from the de-
Cision ol & single Lud @ in those cases.

It is true that the judge may give certificates
which will allow appeals, but none the less is he
invested with absolute nuthority over them.

Now, we presume that the Federal judges may
b Jess oxgoacd to the ill effects of the looal pre«

udices than (he judges of the State courts,
jut it is idle tosuppose that they oan bhe enbirely
iree from them; and this new law, making their
doeoisions ubsolute in these cases, is & sure
meané of moking them more sublect to their
inflyence,

But again, the bill provides that when appeals
are taken from the District Court, they shall be
10 a Court of Appeals, composed of three Dis-
irict Pudges, and from that court wo appeal
#hall be of right to the Supreme Court unless
ihe care shall involve $10,000 in amount, or the
constraction of the Constitution, or a treaty or
revenue law of the United States, This rlmo-
vislon would indeed allow the constitutionality
of the Givil Rights tll to be carried to the
Bupreme Court tor deci<ion, bot let it be once
decided to be constitutional, and no question
arising under it can be carried to the Supreme
Court of nght, unless $10,000 is involved. For
all cases under that amount the frerdmen are

luped absolutely in the power of the Distriet
u1|.rm in all cases involyving less than $10,000,
How many cases involving that amount will
be likely to arise in which a freedman is a party ?
Not many, in our judgment, vory soon, and we
are disposed to belfeve that there are loopholes
u-nuuﬁh in the Civil Rlguts bill to allow any Dis-
iriet Judge of the United SBtales in the Southern
Btales to practically destroy the bill, and render
it of no eflect whatever, withont any fear of
betug interfered with by the Supreme Court of
2he pation, or any other power,

We do pot for an instant mﬁpone that the
Benate, when it passed this bill, saw that it
would have any such effect. Moreover, the Civil
Rights bill had not then prssed the Senate. But
now the Honse has pas#ed the Civil Righte bill
before this Judiciary bill has come before them.
It then remains to be seen whether they will,
by the pussage of a bill which contains such
pm\galuus, 20 #0 far towards undoing thelr own
WOrK.

protest, or their votes agninst its passage. It
is a legiglutive measure, involving a change in
the very orgauie law of the Republie, creating
discriminations between classes aud colors
under the pretense of removing them, and
furnishing 1ood for bitterness and strife be-
tween the white and black elements of our
rapulation. It mecessarly incremses, beyond
all bounde of reason or safety, the extent of an
alieady enormous Federal patronage, with all
the attending evils of excessive expenditure and
wide tlelds tor partisan intrigue and eorruption.
The inuumerable stipendiaries thus established
throughout the land, obedient, of courss, to the
nod of their employers, would, in tarn, esercise
a kind of puatriarchil control over the shiltless,
indolent, and docile creatures placed under their
especial guardianship. The negroes, w con-
cillate their patrons, would embrace any politi-
cal dootrine suggested to them by the party
that held the pursesirings and the power, an
faction would be mocessuntly ut work to convert
those thousands of stipendinries and those mil-
lions of their proteges Into agents ol thelr
ambition,
The President appreciates the ovils threataned
by the passage ol this bill. He hus set forth his
objections with an emphasis that demonstrates
an uoqualifed and irrevocuble hostility to the
measure thius ptof:owd.
